House Committee Criticizes Businessmen in Gov't 


Charge Wilson, 
Pentagon Aides 
Violate Mandate 


Report Claims 
Businessmen No 
Panacea for Problems 


WASHINGTON CR) — A House 
subcommittee report today severe­ 
ly 
criticized 
Defense 
Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson and other busi­ 
nessmen in government. 
The report, approved by the ma­ 
jority of a government operations 
subcommittee, specifically charged 
that Wilson and his top Pentagon 
aides violated a congressional man­ 
date that an integrated supply sys­ 
tem be set up among the military 
services. 
It also said that businessmen in 
government, like Wilson, Navy Sec­ 
retary Charles S. Thomas and Asst. 
Defense Secretary Thomas P. Pike, 
are not the “panacea” for prob­ 
lems of government administration. 
Accused pf Inconsistency 
Release of the report has been 
held up by the full committee be­ 
cause some Republican members 
said they have not had time to 
study it. 
The document also accuses tho 
Hoover Commission on Government 
Reorganization 
of 
“inconsistent” 
statements and of failing to “inte­ 
grate the efforts of its own task 
forces.” 
The report stems from hearings 
held last May on Hoover commis- 
sion.charges of military waste, in­ 
cluding the Navy’s 60-year supply 
of hamburgers. 
The report said 
that Thomas apparently wouldn’t 
have done anything to correct the 
hamburger situation if the subcom­ 
mittee hadnt made a public issue 
out pf it. 
The subcommittee said that as 
a result of its public hearings, Wil­ 
son issued a directive last Novem­ 
ber aimed at setting up a unified 
food supply system. 
But, it said, 
the system didn’t go far enough 
apa wouldn’t necessarily prevent 
an accumulation of another “moun­ 
tainous supply of canned hamburg­ 
ers.” 
Difference of Opinion 
Prior to the hearings, the report 
said. Wilson had “torn down the 
beginnings of a structure of inte­ 
gration which had been built. . . at 
the insistence of the Congress.” 
“All this adds up to a serious 
indictment of Secretary Wilson for 
not taking the necessary action to 
cany out his statutory duties and 
resDonsibilities,” the subcommittee 
said. 
The subcommittee said Wilson 
and his aides at first defended 
themselves against the Hoover com­ 
mission charges by stating that 
Erominent businessmen had been 
rought into the government and 
were making substantial progress. 
■ But the Hoover commission was 
composed of leading businessmen, 
too, the subcommittee said. 
“. . . As the difference of opinion 
between the businessmen on the. 
Hoover task force and those in the 
Department of Defense illustrates, 
there is no panacea for the partic- 
titer and special problems of gov-, 
eminent administration to be de­ 
rived from private business experi­ 
ence,” the subcommittee said.

Supports for 
Cattle, Hogs 


Action Announced 
After Meeting 
At White House 


WASHINGTON im— The White 
House and the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment agreed today to explore the 
possibility of some form of imme­ 
diate, emergency price supports 
for cattle and hogs. 
The action was announced by the 
White House after a meeting with 
the Iowa congressional delegation. 
The emergency 
steps will be 
studied in the next few days and 
a report made back to. the White 
House. 
The congressional delega­ 
tion said it does not believe that 
legislation will be needed. 
Presidential P r e s s Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said it was the 
consensus of the meeting that there 
is urgent need for “ immediate ac­ 
tion” in Congress on the Eisen­ 
hower farm program plus emer­ 
gency steps that can be taken by 
the department without new legis­ 
lation. 
Some Type of Support 
Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper ( R- 
Iowa) said that among the immed­ 
iate 
emergency steps discussed 
were “ some types of support and 
production limitations.” 
He said the Iowa group thought 
that some form of price supports 
for beef and hogs could be put into 
effect 
immediately 
without new 
legislation under current laws pro­ 
viding for .the support of non-stor- 
able perishables.

Ike Invites Sen. 
George toTalk on 
Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON HP — President 
Eisenhower meets with Sen. Wal­ 
ter F. George late today in an 
effort to patch up a bipartisan 
foreign policy split. 
The influential Georgia Demo­ 
crat, chairman of the Senate For­ 
eign Relations 
Committee, was 
asked to the White House by Mr. 
Eisenhower in the midst of grow­ 
ing Democratic attacks on Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles’ 
‘‘brink of war” statements. 
Calling in George, Congress, re­ 
flected the administration’s con­ 
cern over the decline in two-party 
harmony on foreign issues —* es­ 
pecially with British Prime Minis­ 
ter Anthony Eden due this week­ 
end for major talks on world prob­ 
lems. 
George would not comment in 
advance on his meeting with the 
President. 
But he told reporters 
he expected it to cover a great 
many 
subjects 
connected 
with 
world affairs. 
Besides trying to soften Demo­ 
cratic attacks on Dulles, Mr. Eis­ 
enhower was expected to make a 
determined pitch with the veteran 
Georgian for his foreign aid pro­ 
gram. George has said he opposes 
any expansion of foreign economic 
aid and the administration’s pro­ 
posal to put the program on a 
long-term commitment basis. 
George so far has kept out of 
the mounting Senate debate over 
Dulles’ remarks. But he has ap­ 
proved generally of demands by 
some Democrats for a congression­ 
al review of foreign policy. George 
told the United Press he thinks 
such a review “can be most help­ 
ful” if criticism is “kept on a 
high plane” and personalities are 
eliminated so far as possible. 
Although he has not commented 
directly 
on 
Dulles’ statements, 
George has made it clear that he 
does not approve of diplomacy by 
“walking along a precipice.”

Mi. on Toll Roads 


By United Press 
Motorists probably will pay an 
average toll of about I 1-2 cents a 
mile to use the Illinois toll roads 
when they’re completed. 
That’s the. figure recommended 
for passenger cars in surveys 
made by the Illinois Toll Highway 
Commission. 
The 
fee 
schedule 
ranges up to 6 cents a mile for 
big trucks. 
Actually, a combination of two 
toll collection systems will be used 
—one where you pay when you 
drive onto the highway, the Omer 
where you pay upon leaving. 
The commission estimates it will 
cost $1.50 for a passenger car to 
drive the full tri-state route, $110 
on the north Illinois route, and 25 
cents on the east-west route. 


The tri-state route runs around, 
Chicago for 80 miles, from the 
Calumet and Kingery expressways 
south of Calumet City to U. S. 41 
near the Wisconsin line. 
The north Illinois route is 88 
miles long. 
It will run .from the 
Edens Expressway and the Noitn- 
west Expressway at Chicago west­ 
ward to U. S. 51 southeast of Beloit, 
wis.

The east-west route will span 25 
miles at first, from the tri-state 
route to a few miles west of Au­ 
rora.

Burrow, a 6-6 pivot man, is the 
key to Kentucky’s offense. 
Op­ 
erating with Jerry Bird, 6-8, 
and 
Phil Grawemeypr, 6-8, 
he is the 
30-point man who works so weft 
out of Rupp’s guard-around. 
Burrow is one reason why Rupp 
looks to win the championship he 
has gone after since the National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association 
suspended Kentucky* in 1952-53 as 
an afterm ath of the fix scandals. 
Rupp’s next team went unde­ 
feated in 25 games, but its top 
three members were declared in­ 
eligible for the NCAA Tournament 
because 
of being in school 
too 
long, so Kentucky withdrew. 
Last year, Adolph Rupp went 
into the post-season gam es with­ 
out Grawemeyer, who was injur­ 
ed, and Bill Evans, ton backcourt 
man, who was declared ineligible. 
Kentucky lost to M arquette.
